largely robbed of its- isolation-and made very different from 
what it.was a generation ago.:.

.' .One -does not have to be old to remember when country 
life in the winter was rather a lonesome existence. To be sure, 
there were occasional events at 'the church and schoolhouse 
to takeithe attention of people within reach, and the young 
people-had'their "kifcheh",dances, but in large .measure such 
communities were cut: off from the rest of thc world lo a de- 
gree which would seem unendurable today.
